Hereas in the time of the late Rebellion, as likewiſe in the Interim betweene 
Warre X Peace (as the neceſſitie ofthe fermeedidrequire) diners Commiſſions 
foꝛ the crecuting of Marſhall Law, were graunted to ſundꝛe perſons foꝛ the 
aduancement of his Maieſties ſcruice, as wen to weed out and cut off Rebels, 
Thecues, looſe and qq aiſterleſſe men, as alſo other malcfacto2s + diſturbers 
of the Common weale ofthis Kingdome : And ſome of them (as it ſcemeth) 
regarding moꝛe their owne puuate benefite à vngodly deſire of renenge againſt 
luch as they did malite, hate, oꝛ mtended to bing with their vnment authox: 
tie, haue rather abuſed the ſame, to the aduancemeut of their puuate ende, then 
pꝛeferred the ſervice by executing their authority in that dutifull and oꝛderly tour ſethat was erpetted at theie 
hands, acco:ding to the truſt repoled unthem, as by ders tomplaunts of honeſt andcunll ſubtects lately pꝛe⸗ 
ferred vuto vs haue been infoꝛmed. 

To auodde the like inconuemences Hereafter, and foꝛ the better adminiſtration of Juſtice, and eaſe ofthe 
Subiccts, now that the Countrie is ſetled and in good qiuet, and the Lawes currant in all parts therof fo: 
which God be pꝛailed, aud of his mercie increaſt the ſame) woe haue thought good to ſet foꝛth this Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion in his Maieſties name, and by tenoꝛ thereof doe reuoke all Conmuſſions of Marſhall Law, grauuted 
to any manner ofperſon x perſons bearing date befoꝛe theſe pꝛelent g, And doeinhisHighneſſe name, com⸗ 
maund, and ſtraightly charge all ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, as haut had any ſach Commiſſions of Marſhall⸗ 
Law, to bꝛing the ſame into the Clarke ofthe Councells office, within foztiedaies after publication hereof, 
to the end they map be cancelled by vs, P2omded alwvaies that this Pꝛoclamation, no2 any thing therein 
contained, doth not extend to abꝛogate o2diſanullſach authontie of Marſhal Law, as is guien to the Right 
Honoꝛable the Earle of Oꝛmond high Theeiurer of Ireland, the Loꝛds Pꝛeſidents of Nountter 4 Connaghr
